PRESIDENT HARDING BALKED IN PEACE MOVE 
Co a l Strike Ma y Be Settled In 4 8 Ho urs 
DECIDES TO LET 
RAILROADS AND MEN 
FIGHT OUT QUARREL 


So Long as Railroad Ex ecutives Demonstrate Their Ability 
to Maintain Service Somewhere Near Normal, Pres­ 
ident Harding Will Keens Hands Off 


If Transportation System Shows Signs of Breaking Down and 
Both Sides Remain Obdurate, President will Ask 
Congress for Federal Seizure

Washington, August 14 
Balked again in his latest 
peace move, President Harding has decided to let the rail­ 
roads and the 400,000 striking shop crafts men fight it out 
temjjorarily. 
So long as the railroad ex ecutives dem onstrate 
their 
ability to maintain service somewhere near normal, Harding 
will keep hands off. 
If the transportation system shows signs 
of breaking down and both sides remain obdurate the presi­ 
dent will ask congress to sanction federal seizure of the rail­ 
roads.

reads of the horrors of the Herrin massacre and straightway as­ 
sign« the responsibility to the striking miners without inv estig a t­ 
ing the grav e outrages perpetrated by agents of the operators 
Whose actions incited the spirit of rev enge which let loose the hr« s 
ol passion. 
It watches the v ain attempt of the national gov ern­ 
ment at bringing the opposing interests together. 
It sees the 
strike drag along, month a fter month, until industries are on the 
ev e of a shut-down, and sections of the country are threatened by 
a coal shortage during the a ppioa ching winter which will not be 
halted by the command of coal owners. And then, a fter the minds 
of the people hav e been burdened by the problems of the struggle 
and their hearts sickened by the details of its tragedies, the public 
hears the announcement that there is nothing to prev ent an i m ­ 
mediate settlement of the strike and an early resumption of coal 
mining, because the operators are prepared to meet the demands 
of the miners 4thich are the same as they were at the beginning 
of the struggle. 
And through it all the docile, serv iceable, useful public does 
nothing, and when the emergency makes possible the sky-rocketing 
of prices the splendid public pays, ev en though it had nothing to do 
with creating the emergency. 
Only when the public is threat­ 
ened with acute physical discomfort does it arouse itself io ev en 
a mild resentment of the tactics of ihe interests which so efficient­ 
ly abuse it. 
Then Gov ernors of States, which are distant from 
the sources of the nation’s fuel supply, announce that they are pre­ 
pared to request that the federal gov ernment operate the coal 
mines. 
And all the time the public knows that this will not be 
necessary because the threat ol it will result in the resumption of 
production. 
The public, the useful public, has been as clay in the hands of 
the potters; its sentiments influenced, its thoughts directed, its 
will controlled by the exceedingly clev er and splendidly efficient 
coal operators, whose efficiency, centers in propoganda and not n 
mining coal. And the public is to d a y just where they wish it .o o» \ 
Coal stocks are depleted, the winter is approaching, the public 
without fuel, and industries are on the ev e of a shut-down which 
means the idleness of thousands. 
And the public must hav e co.u 
T herefore, these beneficient operators, who hav e come to this u 
sible conclusion, are going to supply the public with coal on their 
terms, and they challenge Herbert Ifloov er, a cting for the federal 
gov ernment, to show how he is empowered to control puces. The 
most useful commodity of the coal operators is not ihe product Gut 
the consumer. They no longer use their holdings to serv e ¿ he pub­ 
lic, for the public is the useful serv ant of the operators. 
Democratic America must hav e one v oice capable of com­ 
manding the larger interests of wealth and industry to conform io 
the first principle on which any industry must stand, which is, 
that it serv e the public. 
For any industry which c e a s e s io serv e 
the public, and attempts to control the public, using its needs for 
purposes ol exploitation, must be controlled by the public for its 
own good. 
An inv estigation into the whole coal producing industry in 
the United States is demanded by the appalling failure of thi* in­ 
dustry to produce coal to supply the nation’s need. 
The public 
is demanding this now. Will its v oice be silenced during those ap- 
proaching months when it is required to pay the exorbitant prices 
dictated by the operators who hav e carefully planned the short­ 
age for the purpose of reaping v ast protits through utilizing a care­ 
fully engineered emergency?

By V o t i ng io refuse a license to any carniv al company whose 
gambling dev ices would v iolate sections 8727 and 87.*» 1 of the Gen­ 
eral Statues of Minnesota lor 1913 which forbid gambling and lot­ 
tery in any form, the Brainerd city council has gained the good­ 
will of all citizens who are striv ing to rid the city of commercial­ 
ized wrong. 
A fter the great Fiftieth anniv ersary and Home-coming week, 
man y citizens expressed themselv es as strongly opposed to the 
mak e-u p of the present day carniv al which substitutes gambling 
stan d s of v arious kinds for wholesome amusements. 
The compo­ 
sitio n of the carniv al which came to Brainerd that week empha­ 
sized the fact that the modern carniv al managements are out io 
¡secure the largest possible return by the smallest possible outlay. 
Bu t a limited expenditure is needed to prov ide the gambling booths 
an d these, because the chances of winning are so few, yield an 
ab u n d an t 
harv est. 
This harv est of coin is taken out of the com­ 
munity, and there are no compensatory returns to the city for the 
la rg e amount expended with the almost v ain hope of winning in 
ih e g ames. 
There can be no question as to the demoralizing tendency of 
su ch a carniv al. 
It means the letting down of the bars; a period 
of deliberate v iolation of the laws of the Sta te; a school for train­ 
in g young people to gamble; and an opportunity for those not 
.sufficiently strong-w illed to resist the lure, to get rid of their earn­ 
in g s wh ich 
would be better expended on things worth while.

By V o t i n g Lo refuse a license to any carnival company whose 
gambling devices would violate sections 8727 and 8734 of the Gen­ 
eral Statues of Minnesota for 1913 which forbid gambling and lot­ 
tery in any form, the Brainerd city council has gained the good­ 
will of all citizens who are striving to rid the city of commercial­ 
ized wrong. 
After the great Fiftieth anniversary and Home-coming week, 
many citizens expressed themselves as strongly opposed to the 
make-up of the present day carnival which substitutes gambling 
stands of various kinds for wholesome amusements. 
The com po 
■sition of the carnival which came to Brainerd that week empha­ 
sized the fact that the modern carnival managements are out to 
secure the largest possible return by the smallest possible oui lay. 
But a limited expenditure is needed to provide the gambling booths 
and these, because the chances of winning are so few, yield an 
abundant harvest. 
This harvest of coin is taken out of the com­ 
munity, and there are no compensatory returns to the city for the 
large amount expended with The almost vain hope of winning in 
the games. 
There can be no question as to the demoralizing tendency of 
such a carnival. 
It means the letting down of the bars; a period 
of deliberate violation of the laws of the State; a school for train­ 
ing young people to gamble; and an opportunity for those not 
.sufficiently strong-willed to resist the lure, to get rid of their earn­ 
ings which would be better expended on things worth while. 
Brainerd^ opposition to the carnival is based on a sensible 
analysis of the institution, for it has as its purpoe the removing 
of the evils, while it allows the merry-making and fun-producing 
features the right of way. A time must come when the moral ele­ 
ments in society call a halt to deliberate violation of State law and 
the purposeful flouting of moral standards. 
Parental responsi­ 
bility, business sagacity, religious consistency, and civic pride, by 
their cumulative weight, outlaw such nuisances.
